FREDERIK Ebarlakof confeſſed, that in the 
Year 1715, whilſt the Princeſs of the Crown was 
ſtill alive, the Cxarewitz had faid to him in Con- 
fidence, I am ſorry I did not follow the Advice of 
Kikin and eſcape into France, I ſhould live there 
more quietly than I do at preſent, *till my Time was 
come ; I ſhould be even better in the Convent of 
St. Michael at Kiovia, or in Priſon, than I am here. 
Tux ſame Ebarlakof owned, that the Czarewitz 
had often taken Phyſick on purpoſe, under pretence 
of being indiſpos'd, when he was to take a Jour- 
ney with his Czarian Majeſty, that by this Means 
he might be excuſed. | 

S o that the Czarewitz concealed all this, and 


that Ebarlakof was at all acquainted with his De- 


ſign to eſcape, or his Conferences with X:k:n. 
TEN the Miſtreſs of the Czarewitz, who 


attended him in his Flight, having been brou ht 
"pd, her 
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hither and examined whether the Czarewitz did not 
write other Letters beſides the Three to the Senate 
and the Archbiſhops, and to whom, as alſo if ſhe 
knew of any other Matters relating to him, and if 
no Diſcourſe had paſs'd between them upon his ill 
Deſigns, of which he had made no mention in his 
Confeſſions; ſhe firſt declared by Word of Mouth, 
and afterwards wrote with her own Hand as fol- 
lows. 

Tur after the Three aforemention'd Letters, 
the Czarewitz wrote in the Fortreſs to an Arch- 
biſhop in the Ruſſian Tongue ; that there was no 
Stranger preſent only the Czarewitz and her Bro- 
ther; that this Letter was not wrote immediately 
upon his Arrival at Naples, but a long Time after 
he was in the Fortreſs; that he ſealed the Let- 
ter in her Preſence, but ſhedid not know who the 
Archbiſhop was whom it was addreſſed to. 

Tur he had alſo written Letters to the Em- 
peror againſt the Czar, and even but a little while 
before the Arrival of Mr. Tolſtoi, in which time 
an Anſwer might have come. 

THarT as to the Archbiſhops, he had at ſome 
time praiſed one of them, whoſe Name ſhe did not 
remember, 

THrarT the Letters written to the Archbiſhops 
had been ſent with deſign that they ſhould receive 
them privately, by round about Ways, that they 
might not become reſponſible for them if they 
were put into their Hands. 

' Tar ar the Czarewitz had alſo mention'd to 
her the Mutiny of the Army in Mecklenbozrg, as 
if he had learnt it from the Gazettes, and then 
told her, there was already a Rebellion in the Neighbour- 
ing Towns to Moſcow, 1 hat this News was brought 
him directly by Letters, but he did not ſay from 


whom; 
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whom; that he rejoyced at it, and would often ſay, 
Tou ſee plainly that Heaven interpoſes in our Behalf. 
Tux as to his Eſcape, ſhe had heard him 
ſay, that four Perſons were acquainted with it, 
among whom was the Czarewmna Mary Alexiemna, 
to whom he ſaid, I n reſolved to hide my ſelf. 
That he had alſo given her to underſtand, that he 
purpoſed to remove all the old Courtiers, and to 
chuſe new ones after his own liking, but when he 
heard talk of any Viſions, or read in the Gazettes 
that all was quiet at Perersbourg, be would fay, This 
fugnifies ſomething, either the Death of my Father, or 
fome Rebellion. 

THrar he had ſaid whilſt he was at Ehrenberg, 
that he purpoſed to retire into ſome Free Town, 
and that Dubrofiki or ſome other had adviſed him 
to it, but when he had taken the Reſolution to re- 
turn to his Father, the ſame Day he left the Caſtle 
of St. Elme, he had given her the Minutes of the 
Letter he kad written to the Emperor, which was 
full of Complaints againſt his Father, and that 
he had a mind toſhew them to the Viceroy of Na- 
ples, but notwithſtanding he ordered her to burn 
them, which ſhe accordingly did: That all theſe 
Letters were written in the Ruſſia» Tongue, and 
there were ſeveral of them, bur ſhe did not know 
whether they were all addreſſed to the Emperor. 

| THrar the Secretary of the Viceroy of Naples 
came to him before the Letters were burnt ; that 
the Czarewitz ſpoke to him ſeveral Words in Ger- 
man, which the Secretary wrote down and filled a 
whole Sheet, and that in all he carried away with 
him five Sheets of Paper.

the Mouth of the Czarewitz of Siberia; that Du- 
brofsks and Aſſonaſſief, were the Perſons who had ad- 
vis'd him to retire into the Free- Towns, 

T 1 a Tt, he had told the Secretary of the Vice: 
roy of Naples the  Motives of his Eſcape, and 
his Reaſons for refuſing to return. 

Tur Czarewitz then farther anſwer'd upon his 
Examination, concerning the Letters: he had: not 
owned.

was abſolutely impoſſible for him, he ſhould then 
embrace a Monaſtick State. He plainly ſaw that the 
Czarewitz's Renunciation of the Succeſſion was no 
more than an Amuſement, and altogether void of 
Sincerity, as afterwards appeared plainly by the

Bor in Contempt of all this, the Czarewitz

Y Virtue of the expreſs Ordinance of his 
Czarian Majeſty , ſigned with his own 
Had the 13th of June laſt, for the 
Judgment of the Czarewitz Alexis Petro- 
witz, for his Tranſgreſſions and Crimes againſt his 
Father and Lord; the under written Minifters, Se- 
nators, States Military and Civil, after having been 


aſſembled 


aſſembled ſeveral Times in the Chamber of the Re- 
gency of the Senate at Petersbourg, having heard 
the Originals and Extratts of the Teſtimonies given 
againſt him more than once read, as alſo his Majeſty's: 
Letter of Exhortation to the Czarewitz, and the 
Anſwers he made to them, written with his own 
Hand, and other Accounts belonging to the Proceſs; 
and in like Manner the criminal} Informations, 
Confeſſions and Declarations of the Czarewitz, as 
well written by his own Hand, as made by Word of 
Mouth to his Father and Lord, and before the Per- 
ſons under written, appointed by Authority of his 
Czarian Majeſty, for the Buſineſs of the preſent 

udgment, They have declared, and acknowledg- 
ed, that though, according to the Rights of the 
Ruſſian Empire, it bas never belonged to them, be- 
ing naturally Subjects to the Sovereign Rule of his 


Czarian Majeſty, to take Cognizance of an Affair 


of this Nature, which is of fo much Importance as to 


depend ſolely upon the abſolute Will of the Sove- 


reign, whoſe Power is derived from God alone, and 
is not limited by any Law, yet ſubmitting to the 
ſaid Ordinance of his Czarian Majeſty their Sove- 
reign, who grants them this Liberty, and after 
mature Reflections, and upon their Conſcience as 
Chriſtians, without Fear, or Flattery, or reſpect of 
Perſons, having only before their Eyes the Divine 
Laws that are applicable to the preſent Caſe, as 
well in the Old as the New Teſtament, the Holy 
Scriptures of the Goſpel and the Apoſtles, as alſo 
the Canons and Decrees of Councils, the Autho- 
rity of the Holy Fathers and Doctors ofthe Church; 
and farther, being inſtructed by the Conſiderations 
of the Archbiſhops and Clergy aſſembled at Pererſ- 
bourg, by Order of his Czarian Majeſty, which are 
tranſcribed above, and correſpond with the Laws of 
all Ruſſia, and particularly the Conſtitutions of this 
855 O 2 Empire 
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Empire, the Military Laws and Statutes, and are 


agreeable to the Laws of ſeveral other Nations, 
and eſpecially thoſe of the Ancient Roman and 
Greek Emperours, and other Chriſtian Princes, 
The Perſons under written, having conſulted toge- 
ther, have unanimouſly agreed without Contradi- 
&ion; and declared, that the Czarewitz Alexis Pe- 
_ tromitz is worthy of Death, for his aforefaid Crimes, 
and Capital Tranſgreffions, againſt his Sovereign 


and Father, he being the Son and Subject of his 


Czarian Majefty, inſomuch that tho? his Czari- 
an Majeſty has promiſed to the Czarewitz, in the 
Letter he ſent him by Mr. Tolſtoi Privy-Counſellor, 
and Rumanzow Captain of the Guard, dated from 
$24 the 1 oth of July, 1717, to pardon his Eſcape if 
he freely and voluntarily return'd, as the Czare- 
witz himſelf has thankfully acknowledg'd in his 
Anſwer to this Letter written from Naples on the 
Ach of October, 1717, where he has fpecify*d that 
he thank'd his Czarian Majeſty for the Pardon 
which he had only given for his voluntary Flight, 


yet has, he ſince render'd himſelf unworthy of 


it, by his Oppoſition to the Will of his Father, 
and by his other Traſgreſſions, which he has renewꝰd 
and continu'd, as is ſhewn at large in the Manifeſto 
publiſh'd by his Czarian Majeſty, on the Third of 
Febrrary of this preſent Year, and becauſe amongſt 
other Things he did not voluntarily Return. 

AND tho' his Czarian Majeſty upon the Arri- 
val of the Czarewitz at Moſcow, where he deliver'd 
in a Confeſſion of his Crimes by Writing, and ask'd 
Pardon for them, had Pity of him; as *tis Natural 
for a Father to have Compaſſion on his Son, and at 
the Andience he gave him on the faid Third Day 
of February, he promis'd him Pardon for all his 
Tranſgreſſions: His Czarian Majefty only made 
aim this Promiſe with an expreſs — 77 "=

declar d in Preſence of all the World: That he 
the CzarewitZ ſhould declare without any reſtriction, 
or reſerve, all that he had committed and contriv'd 
till that Day, againſt his Czarian Majeſty; and 
that he ſhould diſcover all the Per ſons who had been 
his Councellors and Accomplices, and in general all 
who had been acquainted with his Defigns, and under- 
hand Dealings; but that if he conceal 'd any Perſon, 
or Thang, the promis d Pardon ſhould be null and 
void : This Condition the Czarewitz then receiy'd 
and accepted, at leaſt in Appearance, with. Tears 
of Acknowledgment, and promis d by Oath to 
declare ali without reſerve, and in confirmation 
hereof, he kifs'd the Holy Croſs, and the Holy 
Scriptures, in the Cathedral- Church. 

His Czarian Majeſty alſo confirm'd the ſame 
Things to him the next Day, under his own Hand, 
in the INTERROGATOR1E s inſerted above, 
which he caus'd to be given to him, having wrote 
at their Head as follows. 

As you receiv'd your Pardon Yeſterday, on 
Condition of diſcovering all the Circumſtances 
* of your Eſcape, and to ſuffer Death if you ſhould 
* conceal, or diſſemble any Thing, you theu ex- 
* plin'd your ſelf in ſome Points by Word of Mouth; | 
for our further Satisfaction, and your full Dif- | | 
* charge, you muſt alſo do it in Writing, in the | 
follow ing Order. | 

AND at the Concluſion it was alſo wrote with 
his Czariant Majeſty's own Hand, in the Seventh 
ARTICLE. 

*DxcLars every Thing that has any relation 
to this Affair, though it be not here pointed out 
* to you, and clear your ſelf as if you were at 
* Confeffion: But if you hide, or conceal any Thing 
* which ſhall hereafter be diſcover'd, don't impute 
the Conſequence to me: For it was Yeſterday 
declar'd 
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©declar'd before the whole World, that in this 
Caſe, the Pardon you have receiv'd ſhould be

NoTwiTHSTANDING this, the Czarewitz 
return'd very infincere Anſwers and Confeſſions : 
He conceal'd not only Perſons, but alfo Affairs of 
Conſequence, and grievous Tranſgreflions, and 
particularly his Defigns of Rebellion againſt his 
Father and Lord, and his ill Practices which he had 
long purſu'd in attempting to uſurp the Throne of 
his Father, during his Lite, by ſeveral naughty 
Means, vx nd wicked Pretexts, founding his Hopes 
and Wiſhes, for the Death of his Father and 
Lord, upon the Declaration of the Common Peo- 
ple in his Favour, which he flatter'd himſelf with. 
ALL this has been ſince diſcover'd by criminal 
Informations, after he had refus'd to declare it of 
himſelf, as has appear'd above. E 
Tus it is evident by all theſe Proceedings of 
the Czarewitz, and the Declarations he has made 
by Word and Writing, and laſtly by that of the 
Twenty Second of June, of the preſent Year, 
that he was not pleas d the Succeſſion of the 
Crown ſhould devolve to him by Ins Father's Death, 
in ſuch Manner as his Father would. have left it 
him, according to the Order of Equity, and the 
Ways and Means which God has preſcrib'd, but 
that he deſir d it, and had a Deſign to obtain it, even 
during the Life-Time of his Lord and Father, con- 
trary to the Will of his Czarian Majeſty, and in 
direct Oppoſition to his Inclination; and not only 
by Inſurrection, and Rebellion, which he expected, 
but alſo by the Aſſiſtance of the Emperour, with a 
foreign Force, which he had flatter d himſelf of 
having at his own Diſpoſal, even at the certain 
Hazard of the Kingdom's Ruin, and the Aliena- 
tion of every Thing from the State, that would

Crarewitz by concealing all his pernicious Deſigns, 
and abundance of Perſons, who held Intelli- 
gence with him, (as he has done till his laſt Exami- 
nation, and he was fully convicted of his il] 
practices,) had determined to reſerve to himſelf 
an Opportunity hereafter, when a favourable Occa- 
ſion ſhould preſent it ſelf, of reſuming his Defigns, 
and putting in Execution his horrible Enterprize, 
againſt his Father and Lord, and the whole Empire. 

H = has hereby rendered himſelf unworthy 
of the Clemency, and Pardon, which were promis'd 
him by his Lord and Father; as he has alto own'd 
himſelf, as well before his Czarian Majeſty, as in 
Preſence of all the States, Eccleſiaſtical and Civil, 
and publickly before the whole Aſſembly ; and he 
has alſo declar'd, both by Word and Writing, 
before the Judges appointed by his Czarian Ma- 
jeſty, whoſe Names are under written, that all 
that has been ſaid above was true and manifeſt by 
the Effects of it which have appeared. 

Sic therefore the aforeſaid Laws, Divine 
and Eccleſiaſtical, Civil and Military, and particu- 
larly the Two Laſt, Condemn to Death, without 
Mercy, not only thoſe whoſe Attempts againſt 
their Lord and Father have been declar'd by Evi- 
dence, or proved by Writing, but even thoſe who 
have conſpir'donly in Thought to rebel, or have had 
a bare Intention againſt the Life of the Sove- 
reign, or to uſurp his Empire : What may we think 
of a Deſign of Rebellion, which has hardly had 
a Parallel in the World, and is joyn'd to an harrid 
double Parricide againſt his Sovereign, firſt, as the 
Father of his Country, and next, as his own Fa- 
ther by Nature; a Father in himſelf moſt merci- 


ful, who has brought up the Czarewitz from his

TISs with an Heart full of AMiftion, and Eyes 
treaming down with Tears, that we, as Subjech, 
'and Servants, pronounce this Sentence : Conſider- 
ing that it does not belong to us, as ſuch, to enter 
into a judgment of ſo great Importance, and par- 
ticularly to pronounce a Sentence againſt the Son 
of a moſt mighty and mercifut Czar, our Lord. 
However, it being his Will that we thould enter 
into Judgment, We declare by theſe Preſents, our 
real Opinion, and pronounce this Condemnation, 
with a Conftience a as Pure and Chriſtian, as we 
think we can anſwer it at the terrible, juſt, and im- 
partial Judgment of the'Great God. 

To conclude, We fabmit this Sentence we now 
give, and the Condemnation we at preſent make, 
to the Sovereign Power, the Will, and merciful 
Review of his Czarian Majefty, our moſt 27 88
